Warren G Harding entered the political campaign a year 


ago with that thought ever before him. Service is to him what 
the blazing cross in the heavens was to Constantine: "In hoc 
sijnio vinces " In his acceptance speech he said: "With an 
unalterable faith and in a hopeful spirit, with a hymn of ser- 
\ ice in my heart, I pledge fidelity to our country and to God " 


In his Labor Day speech of 1920 he declared: "Work is 


the supreme engagement, the sublime luxury of hie. I wish I 
could plant-the gospel of loyalty to work and interest in ac- 
complishment." And by "work" he meant service.
